A  PROCLAMATION. 


Gordon  McG.  Sloan,  \  TTTHEREAS  a  doubt  has  arisen  as  to  the  boundaries  of  the  Counties 
Attorney-General,  j  W  of  Yale  and  Cariboo  as  described  by  clauses  (5)  and  (6)  of 
section  2  of  the  “  Counties  Definition  Act,”  chapter  50  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1924.”  as  enacted  by  sections  4  and  5  of  chapter  13  of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia. 
1926-27,  wherein  through  a  clerical  or  typographical  error  the  word  “  east  ”  is  used  in  the  sixty- 
ninth  line  of  the  description  of  the  boundaries  of  the  County  of  Yale  instead  of  the  word  “  west.” 
and  the  word  “  east  ”  is  used  in  the  forty-second  line  of  the  description  of  the  County  of  Cariboo 
instead  of  the  word  “  west  ”  ;  and 

Whereas  Our  said  Lieutenant-Governor,  in  order  to  settle  the  doubt  that  has  arisen,  by  and 
with  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Council,  and  under  the  provisions  of  section  4  of  the  “  Counties 
Definition  Act,”  chapter  50  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1924.”  has  been 
pleased  to  direct,  by  Order  in  Council  in  that  behalf,  dated  the  sixth  day  of  June,  1934.  that  a 
Proclamation  do  issue  respecting  the  boundaries  of  the  said  Counties  of  Yale  and  Cariboo, 
proclaiming  the  boundaries  of  the  said  County  of  Yale  to  be  as  set  out  in  clause  (5)  of  section  2 
of  the  “  Counties  Definition  Act  ”  as  enacted  by  section  4  of  the  “  Counties  Definition  Act  Amend¬ 
ment  Act,  1927.”  with  the  word  “  east  ”  in  the  sixtv-ninth  line  of  the  description  thereof  deleted 
and  the  word  “  west  ”  substituted  therefor ;  and  the  boundaries  of  the  said  County  of  Cariboo 
to  be  as  set  out  in  clause  (6)  of  section  2  of  the  “  Counties  Definition  Act  ”  as  enacted  by  section 
5  of  the  “Counties  Definition  Act  Amendment  Act,  1927,”  with  the  word  “east”  in  the  forty- 
second  line  of  the  description  thereof  deleted  and  the  word  “  west  ”  substituted  therefor : 

Now  know  ye  that  We  do  by  these  presents  proclaim  and  declare  that  the  boundaries  of 
the  said  County  of  Yale  be  as  set  out  in  clause  (5)  of  section  2  of  the  “  Counties  Definition  Act " 
as  enacted  by  section  4  of  the  “  Counties  Definition  Act  Amendment  Act.  1927.”  with  the  word 
“  east  ”  in  the  sixty-ninth  line  of  the  description  thereof  deleted  and  the  word  “  west  ”  substi¬ 
tuted  therefor;  and  the  boundaries  of  the  said  County  of  Cariboo  be  as  set  out  in  clause  (6)  of 
section  2  of  the  “  Counties  Definition  Act  ”  as  enacted  by  section  5  of  the  “  Counties  Definition 
Act  Amendment  Act.  1927.”  with  the  word  “  east  ”  in  the  forty-second  line  of  the  description 
thereof  deleted  and  the  word  “  west  ”  substituted  therefor.
